Why not 
give them the chance they are entitled 
to Mr. Judge?

Legislative Sidelights

LITTLE 
ROCK, —(/P)- Legislative 


machinery groaned under the load of 
many important measures reaching 
calendars of both houses during the 
first two weeks, presaging busy limes 
ahead for the legislators as they re- 
turn to work Monday after a week- 
end of inspecting state institutions. 


A three-sided movement against the 


present constitution developed in the 
assembly the past week, embodied in 
joint resolutions. 


Governor Parncll's plan of reorgan- 


ization, abolishing all elective offices 
except the governor, lieutenant gover- 
nor and attorney general and con- 
solidating all departments and com- 
missions in 12 departments, is be- 
fore both houses. 


In the house, McCabe of Baxter 


introduced a bill which would call 
a constitutional convention October 5, 
1931, and submit a draft of a new con- 
stitution at an, election not more than 
120 days after adjournment of the 
convention. 


Clark of Grant,. offered still an- 


other 
plan 
of governmental reor- 


ganization, differing widely from that 
of the administration. 


Confronting the legislature also arc 


many bills affecting 
bank 
and in- 


surance mailers, and various olher 
subjects. 


Investigation by a joint committee 


of the banking and insurance situa- 
tion probably 
will get under way 


early next week. Both 
houses have 


named members of the committee of 
eight. 


Governor Parncll's farm to market 


road bill, providing for a $15,000,000 
bond issue and a raise of one cent 
in the gasoline tax rate to retire it, 
was on the calendar in the house 
under the sponsorship of Represen- 
tative Cannon of Hempstead, who. in 
1929 was a thorn in the administra- 
tion's side. 


Turner of Clexurnc, has a bill be- 


fore committee which would raise by j 
a two-mill tax on bank deposits, a 
fund to guarantee payment in full 
to depositors of defunct banks. 
It 


provides also for stringent regulation 
of banks. 


Rcapportionmcnt is a political bar- 


rier that must be faced. Senator Nel- 
son introduced the senatorial district 
realignment bill, while in the house, 
Wheatlcy of Craighead, has introduc- 
ed a measure to reapportion the low- 
er house's representation; 


A bill placing a tax of one cent-per 


Kilowatt where -10,000 or more -are 


consumed in a month, has been; in- 
troduced by Thorn of Poinsett. The 
proceeds, which he estimated at $4,- 
000,000 annually, would go to retire 
principal and interest of school dis- 
trict bonds. The same principle un- 
derlying the Martineau road law of 
1927 as affecting road districts is em- 
bodied in the Thorn bill, for benefit 
of school districts. 


In the senate, a committee now is 


considering a joint resolution by Sen- 
ator Nelson' to abolish by constitu- 
tional amendment, the 18-mill taxing 
limit for school districts, and raise the 
pol Itax rate to $2. Adoption of the 
proposed amendment, he said, would 
permit sufficient revenue for 
any 


school district for operation of schools 
without financial embarrassment. 


Ono senate bill would change the 


time for paying taxes from January 10 
to April 10 to a period between Octob- 
er 10 and April 10. 


One bill in each house would extend 


the present tax paying time until 
next October 10. 


The unemployment 
problem 
has 


been debated by both houses. The 
senate has taken action to increase 
its own payroll by 31, making a total 
of 138 persons employed by the up- 
per house. 


The house at present has 80 em- 


ployes, but a "round robin" has been 
circulated by which the signers hope 
to boost the house employes roster 
by 50 or more. 


The vexing mimeographing contract 


question was settled .during the week, 
Park-Harper News Service being giv- 
en the contract 
on a bid of $4,000, 


which includes all work to be done 
during the session. 


An investigation of payments by bus 


companies of the four per cent tax 
on gross revenues will be undertaken 
soon by a house commtitec.

people. Chapters in the hill sections 
arc on the job as systematically as 
those in the bottom lands. In many 
cases for them, it is a matter of rid- 
ing horseback or walking to reach 
the distressed families. There are 20 
supervising National- drouth -relief 
representatives in the state, and eight' 
accountaints. They are visiting chapt- 
ers daily, assisting them with- all 
their problems and finances. Start 
ing next Monday, the National Red. 
Cross administration, of relief will be 
directed from a state office in Little 
Rock. This move will bring the di- 
rectorial staff still closer to the field. 


Food Relief First 
\ 


Food needs are being given prior 


consideration. In the last 10 days, 
the need for clothing has become in- 
creasingly acute and this has been t 
promptly met by the 
purchase of 


garments and by the production of 
wearing apparel by volunteer commiti, 
tecs. In Arkansas and' Oklahoma, ar- 
rangements have been worked out 
with the State Department of Educa- 
tion whereby the Red Cross will fi- 
nance hot lunches in rural schools, 
This program will be handled by the 
school system itself, each county sup- 
erintendent serving as the fiscal agent 
of the Red Cross, and responsible to 
the organization for an accountnig o£ 
his expenditures. 


The health situation in the drouth 
area is fortunately not threatening. 


Pellagra cases in some instances have 
been aggravated an& chapters have 
been authorized to furnish those who 
are ill with the proper kind of food, 
and with yeast. Chapters have also 
been authorized to provide medicines 
on an individual family basis, when 
the beneficiaries are not able to care 
for their needs from their own resour» 
ces. 


Job Increases' 


The size of the task is growing by 


leaps and bounds. Estimates become 
obsolete a few 'days after they are 
prepared. In many counties the fam- 
ily load has quadrupled since the first 
cf January. It is predicted that in 
Arkansas, we may be dealing with 
110,000 families by the first of Feb- 
ruary, or 550,000 people, more than 
a quarter of the entire population of 
the stale. 


Ten thousand garments have boon 


shipped from eastern points to Ala- 
bama, Kentucky, 
Louisiana,

Virginia and West Virginia. Most of 
these garments were newly made, and 
the others reconditioned. Heavy gar- 
ments have been sent to the Kentucky 
mountains where winter is severe.

its.raw cotton, is furnished by. the January 20th report .on 
cotton spindle activity. 


A tabulation from the Department of Commerce, which 


lies on our desk, shows that not only do the cotton-growing 
states have more spindles than all other sections combined, 
but their percentage of active spindles during December, 
1030, far exceeded the record of any other section. 


Today the South has 57 per cent of all cotton spinning 


machines in the United States. It wrested supremacy from 
New England, particularly Massachusetts, only a few years 
ago. 


.And the same economic forces which transferred the 


major spinning activity from North to South are still vigor- 
ously at work, so the Department of Commerce figures for 
last December tell us. 


Last month only 76 per cent of American cotton spinning 


machines were in action. But the percentage in the South 
ran up to 88. New England mills were running at only 59 
per cent. ,' 
What tnis means is that the saving of millions of dollars 


in freight charges on raw cotton, the mild winter climate 
which makes mill operation cheaper, and an abundance of 
electric power and labor, are circumstances which have com- 
bined to take the textile industry away from New England 
and re-establish it in the South—where it will stay. 


There is no good reason for believing that any substan- 


tial part of this industry will remain north of the Mason- 
Dixon line. The December spindle report of the Department 
of Commerce would indicate that Southern towns may con- 
tinue to expeet to get new units of a business which so far 


the North is concerned is passe.

plorers and investigators returned 
from the far north declare that while 
the airplane is of great value in min- 
eral prospecting and in communica- 
tions between the Arctic regions and 
civilzation, the Eskimo dog will long 
remain the big factor in transporta- 
tion there. 


These officials incline to regret the 


passing of the pure bred Eskimo dog, 
which, it is believed, came originally 
from Asia with its masters. It is now 
very rare, owing to the effort to in- 
crease the size and strength of the 
species. 


The pure bred Eskimo dog is fairly 


large and wolf-like, averaging from 
22 to 28 inches in height over 
the 


shoulders and from 60 to 100 pounds 
in weight. 
The legs are short but 


very strong and the feet small and 
compact and densely furred between ' 
the toes. 


In hardiness, the government report 


says, the Eskimo dog surpasses all oth- 
er domestic animals, including the re- 
indeer.
